000,000 German workers were on the 
brink of. despair, the latest British 
census of the unemployed showed a 
tremendous increase. The latest fig- 
ures show there were 2,643,127 with- 
out work on Dec. 29, which is 234,756 |$ 
more than the previous week and 1,- 
132,869 more than a year ago. This 
is the largest number of unemployed 
in the history of Britain.
